Not that I can undertake to ſhew the whole 


extent of it in this ſhort addreſs : But muſt 


content myſelf with pointing out only ſo 
much of it, as may, with Gop's bleſſing, 


prevail upon you to ſtudy and practiſe it 


in all its branches. 
TRE principal duty required in Ser- 


vants is Faithfulneſs; which conſiſts in your
